' norant Men are moſt eaſily impos'd upon by falſe and 
deſigning Guides, who came themſelves, and have ends of 
their own to ſerve ; Witneſs the ſad face of Affairs in the 
great Rebellion, when the Church being pulPd down, eve - 
ry one was left to chuſe Guides for himſelf, and preſently 
England ſaw above Three-ſcore different Religions riſe as it 
were in a Moment; the Names of all which are given us 
in Books wrote at that time, as in Hereſiography, Gangrena, 
Cc. And the roots of them are ſtill in our Ground, and have 
ſprouted out abundantly of late. Jet all theſe pretended to 


act according to their Conſcience, and no doubt many of them 


did ſo, being under ſuch ſtrong Deluſion as to believe all theſe 
Lies: And this came upon them thro? their Itching Ears, 
heaping to themſelves Teachers.

awe make a Contract with God every time we ſay our 
Prayers. God made a Covenant or Contract, if you will 
call it fo, with Noah, and with the Beaſts and Fowl after 
the Hood, that their ſhou'd not be any more a Deluge to 
deſtroy the Earth. Was this their making any Condetions, 
Covenant, or Contract with God? No more will you find 
in what this Author calls the Horeb Contracbdt.
